Gettysburgians who have failed 


or neglected to shovel the snow 
off their sidewalks, following the 
weekend snowfall, may find it an 
expensive piece of forgetfulness. 


The highway crew of the bor- 


ough has been ordered to clear 
the snow off the walks of those 
householders who have not done 
so and to assess them a mini 
mum charge of $3 and the cus- 
tomary fine. 


A borough ordinance provides 


that all snow must be cleared 
from sidewalks within 12 hours 
after the snow has stopped fall- 
ing. 
Failure to do so results in 


a fine plus the charge of the 
borough crew to clear them. 


To Enforce Ordinance 


After Saturday's snowfall the 


borough 
crew started 
hauling 


snow away from the metered 
areas after the streets had been 
plowed. Most of the work was 
completed Monday. This morning 
the crew was busy clearing snow 
at traffic lights expecially where 
there are dual lights. 


In addition to this the crew 


was called upon to do "repeat" 
jobs at places where householders 
shoveled their walks after the 
snow had been hauled away from 
the curb. They shoveled the snow 
into the streets. "This makes for 
hazardous driving" a borough of- 
ficial said. 


Now the crew will start shovel- 


ing snow off sidewalks where 
householders had failed or neg- 
lected to do so. 


"The ordinance must be en- 


forced, regardless of who or 
where the violation is," a bor- 
ough official said.

States and despite Lincoln's own 
beliefs, "Abraham Lincoln, one of 
the greatest men the nation ha: 
ever produced, could by no means 
be considered a failure at any 
point of his career," G. Henry 
Roth, a reporter for The Gettys 
burg Times and past president of 
the Gettysburg Civil War Round 
Table, told the Rotary Club at it: 
meeting in the YWCA Monday- 
evening. 


"There is no need for a Lin- 


coln legend. The facts of this 
man's life are greater than any 
legend that could be invented," he 
said. 


"Those who would build a legend 


of failure start with his defeat for 
the legislature in Illinois. True he 
was defeated, but let's consider 
the situation. Here was a young 
man barely 23 years old. He ran 
for office in New Salem. 111., 
where he had been a resident but 
two years. He was defeated at 23 
but he was elected at 25 and he 
served four terms as a member of 
the Illinois legislature. Is that 
being a failure? 


Had Little Schooling 


"Here was a young man whose 


formal schooling amounted to only 
a few months. His father was un- 
educated. Yet let us consider the 
notice he placed in the Sangamb 
Journal of Springfield, 111., when 
he determined for the first time 
to stand for the legislature. He 
wrote, 'Having become a candi- 
date for the honorable office of 
one of your representatives in the 
next General Assembly of this 
state, in accordance with an estab- 
lished custom and the principles 
of true republicanism, it becomes 
my duty to make known to you— 
the people whom I propose to rep- 
resent—my sentiments with re- 
gard to local affairs.' 


"He spoke of the value of open- 


ing roads and streams but held, 
'It is folly to undertake works of 
this or any other kind without first 
knowing that we are able to fin- 
ish them—as half-finished work 
generally proves to be labor lost.'

President Asks Congress

WASHINGTON (AP (—President 


Eisenhower asked Congress today 
for £4.175,000,000 in new foreign 
aid funds to safeguard the free 
world against the "enormous pow- 
er bloc of Communist imperial- 
ism." 


The mutual security program is 


essential to world progress in free- 
dom, 
he said in a special mes- 


sage to Congress. 


The sum, nearly a billion dollars 


more than Congress voted last 
year, would be split up in this 
way: 
Two billion dollars for weap- 


ons aid to allies and $2,175,000,- 
000 for economic and technical 
assistance. 


' 
Refers To Toor 


In appealing to the legislators 


to avoid drastic cuts in the pro- 
gram, Eisenhower mentioned his 
11-nation December goodwill tour 
to Asia, the Middle East and Eu- 
rope. 


"My recent travels impressed 


upon me even more strongly the 
fact that free men everywhere 
look to us, not with envy or malice 
but with hope and confidence that 
we will in the future, as in the 
past, be in the vanguard of those 
who believe in and will defend the 
right of the individual to enjoy 
the fruits of his labor m peace 
and in freedom," he said.

Eisenhower said that without

by Congress in the past 14 years,

communism's continuing threat." 


The Soviet Union expressed an 


interest in measures to reduce the 
dangers of war during the past 
year, Eisenhower said. 


"While its recent deportment 


and pronouncements suggest the 
possible opening of a somewhat 
less strained period m our rela- 
tionships, the menace of Commu- 
nist imperialism nevertheless still 
remains." he added. 


Earlier Than Usual 


The military power of the So- 


viet Union continues to grow. In-

world interests K the rate of 
growth of both military and eco- 
nomic power in Communist China. 


"Evidence that this enormous 


bloc remains dedicated to the ex- 
tension of Communist control over 
all people everywhere k found in 
Tibet, the Taiwan Straits, in Laos 
and along the Indian border." 


Eisenhower's foreign aid mes- 


sage came earlier than usual this 
year. The shift represents an ad- 
ministration effort to get the pro- 
gram through Congress before it 
is caught in the pre-election jam 
just before summer adjournment. 
The figures had already come out 
in the President's budget message 
last month.
